Doitojrevilqr Did Much to In- 
IshtenBiiai^, 



Another meeting of the Historical 
Club was held last ' night in Strat*}- 
cona Hail. After tlie president tud 
brought the meeting' to order and thé 
minutes .of the previous meeting hud 
oeen read, Mr. Bai-luw, "18, waB 
unanimously elected to membership. 
Mr. ProudfooL then called upon Mr. 
faftak to reaJ his paper on "Doj- 
ioyevsky and his Vision of the Rus- 
sian Revolution." The Dally was u.T- 
fortunately unable, to obtain the full 
text, of Mr. Tartak's paper, but beloxn' 
we reproduce a general outline of the 
subject treated by the speaiter. * 
Dr. Dostuyevsky was born in the 
year 1821, into a' poor family. Ht» 
grandfather wag a physician, and an 
la not unusual, Dostoyevsky- began -4 
^reat life amons poor surrouridins-s. 
The first half of the 19th century wasa 
time of great po'.Ulcal importance. 

Nicholas had come to the throivj 
with tine premonitions, and looked a.j 
if he would be a reformer, but wii.s 
prevented by Napoleonic wars. About 
this lime many officers of the Kusstia 
army came Into contact with' Euro» 
pei^n ' civilization, and ; thus were en-j 
abled to make a comparison witn 
their own- countrj'. ■ "■ '',v'' -" • 
While the young French |\noblc.i 
wore educated by French Gouvérneu.:'^, 
they thus obtained Êuropean . yte^vs.- 
It was expected that Nlcliulas' would 
continue In reforms, but this did not 
take place. Many secret soclettea 
were thus formed with revolutionary 
piinciplcs. The fioldlera finally re- 
belled against Nicholas 1. Nicholas, 
however, collected an army and de- 
feated the rebels, sending the leaders 
t0 prison. : 

A reaction now «et iti, and evcy 
crlticlser of the governments seVérelv 
suffered and, perished, while rldlc.' 
lous limitations were put on the press. 

DORtoyevsky passed through ul! 
this, and after his lirelimlnary schoul- 
Ine, went to a college of Englneere.. 
Here he became a deep reader, àhd 
WHS noted for his literary capàcittos, 
and looked forward to becoming a 
man of letters rather than a military 
engineer. He graduated about 17S2, 
but did not lake much Interest in 
military affairs, and wrote one srauM 
book about tlils time. It Ag not- 
ed not so much for the plot u* fjr 
the characters. it shows a trno 
sympathy for the humbler members 
of society, 'i Unlike so many others 
In his -own surroundings. Dostoyev- 
sky received a religious eAicatiop, 
whicli* shows up in his after life. He 
later .''came into contact with ths 
cr e^^j^fjg tussian literary society. Xt 
wasHiîenninder the cloak of literary 
criticism that social crltlclstn 'was 
promulgated iV many of the^ most 
prominent literary reformera. 

He became very Interested at thl.'s 
time in Radicalism and Socialism, and 
was soon a prominent figure In these 
movements. He was a member of a 
social society, and 'was ^ for this ar- 
rested; He never openl^^^^e on t'lic 
details of his conflnehient^and , trial, 
but this 'has all been discovered from 
other sources. Ho was finally sen- 
tenced to death. 

One morning the prisoner wa^' 
marched out of his cell. Ho did not 
know of the verdict which had bpon 
given at à secret session,, but.' when' 
ho saw soidiw^^B^j^j^^ro, how- 
ever, he gtiessedv tîî^sOTn^;^ truth. 
He had already been lined up' "wben 
an officer rode furiously up with his 
pardon. He remembered others of the. 
Revolutionary society, ■who were put 
tlirough this terrible strain, to im- 
press upon tlicm the danger of talc- 
ing such llbcFtleii. Several died from 
exposure, but Dostoyovsky, and thé 
other survivors were' sent to prison 
for terms of different length. He

was not a Strang man, and this ordeal 
was a . big strain on his constlti^tlon. 
He t^oyered,' however, and was sent 
.to Siberia for several years. He de- 
veloped apoplexy at this time, and 
this ^disease- grew worse as be got 
olderr 

Throughout this ' disaster he act i:l 
with' an appearance 6t great courag>!. 
He says aisp he doeq not consider it 
a disgrâce to be among criminals, and 
optimistically remarked that some of 
them were probably better than him- 
self. At any rate he had hiade his 
bed, and -was '^content- to lie on it. 

Ho had no bjibk but the Bible, and 
he spent most of his time In prison 
reading tlilg eternal book. Many men, 
such as Chateaubriand, are attract- 
ed, to Christianity through sufferin'j, 
but in the case of Dostoyevsky, th'.g 
feeling was merely intensified, by his 
trouble. In' a book, entitled "Burisil 
Alive," he gives an account of his 
confinement, This book is a won- 
derfut and enlightening picture of the 
horrors of imprisonment in a Rus- 
sian prison at that time. Throughout 
his imprisonment his natural courage 
did not forsake him. however. 

■With a mind ffucl) as Dostoyovsky's. 
a life of confinement would in most 
cases have proved disastrous, but ha 
was not Idle,- and did not become de- 
filed by his associates. He read ths 
Scriptures and was always sympa- 
thetic and kind to his fellow convicts.

[ didn't go over with them, but had 
a working party taking things to the 
line. It was a regular hell, as you 
ho doubt read by the papers.

Tli'e 
shells went toq deep into the mud 
before exploding, then tliey lost their 
shrapnel effect. ITou could be within 
a few feet of them and escape only 
with mud all over you.

On anotlicr page of this issue appeal's the text of tho (keision 
arrived at j-csterday by Corporation regarding the petition recent- 
ly presented by the undergraduate body requesting that lectures 
be discontinued sufficiently early to permit active participation, 
by students, in tho approaching elections. Wo must admit that 
the stand taken by the authorities in thus refusing to grant this 
request occasioned some little surprise in our miiul. 

The petition was not the outcome of a childish desire merely 
to prolong tho vacation; nor was it the product of a momentary 
£nthusiasm. Its terms could scarcely be said to bo unreasonable 
..^in fact, such a request was only the logical outcome of the rc- 
)peated exhortation and insistance that every man should, in this 
'particular critical struggle, cast his vote. Needless to say, the de- 
'cision as rendered, has given rise to a certain amount of disap- 
pointment among those students who are qualified to vote outside 
the District of Montreal, and who are thus prevented from taking 
part in the election to the extent they had intended. Ilowcver, as 
is pointed out in the text of the resolutron, these men are doubt- 
less in the minority, and therefore do not warrant such considera- 
tion. 

As for tiic by no means small number of men who will act as 
I'cturning officers, enumerators, and so forth, they will be excused 
lor their absence from lectures on election day, we understand, but 
as far as classes arc concerned, the lectures will be delivered as 
usual, so that in courses where class-room work is really indispens- 
able, students will scarcely bo disposed to sacrifice a lecture in or- 
der to engage in work at the polls. 

In conclusion, wc Avish to make it plain that wc arc not writ- 
ing with any intention of making a petulant complaint against 
the decision reached by Corporation. Wc quite realize Uic futil 
ity of adopting such a course after the matter has been definitely 
settled by the authorities. Nevertheless, we feel that we are ex 
pressing tlie unanimous feeling of the undergraduates of MeOill 
when we say that the announcement of the refusal of Corporation 
to grant the petition came as a painful surprise. In any c^ise, tlie 
student body is no worse off than it was before the idea of the rc'» 
quest was originated, and it may therefore be argued that there is 
no real ground for; the disappointment generally felt. That this 
disappointment exists, however, theré can be, no doubt m the mind 
of anyone who takes the trouble to ascertain the opinion of the 
undergraduates as a whole. "

He remarks tntUa book httw often 
men ot a roaUy high tattUact were 
sent aa political priaonors to St> 
baria, and says ba did not at aU need 
to have any repulsion for bla aasu- 
elates. 

He ' was very moved ty the kind- 
n<;is of the Russian people towards 
the prlsgnera. The guards, he ad- 
n<1tted, were harsh and cruel, but 
when prisoners are marched in. the 
street people give tha "Uotertunates," 
aa they are termed, money and re- 
freahments. It Is tinally a iwyoholo- 
glcal study ot the Ufa In a Russian 
pr'eon. and all suon An exlatenco Im- 
plies. Dostoyevsky went deeper than 
the shaven bead of the priaoner, and 
sees the soa( tot each particular In- 
dividual. 

After a while he was sent as a pri- 
vate in a Siberian regiment. The 
discipline here was almost as obnox- 
ious ua in prison, but he could at 
least BKpross his thoughts in writing. 

It was asserted by some writers of 
this period that Protestantism was 
merely a reaction of Catholicism, anu 
that the rest of Europe was rotting 
away in materiaUsm, and that Rus< 
sia was the only exception. The re- 
actionary party considered Russia 
was the. only country which coiild re- 
sist the grave materialistic movement 
then sweeping over Europe. 

Against this party and their doc- 
trlnp were opposed the "Westerns," 
who wished to aljsorl) Kiiriiin'an (ivH- 
izalioii, and cliooso tlieir ide:ils froin 
thorn. 

The Reformers wished to form a 
civilization of Iheir own, init itt the 
.same time, advocated that it should 
be modelled on that, of the rest ot 
Barope. 

Then Emperor Alexander II. suc- 
ceeded to the throne. was sup- 
posed to be In favour of Liberal ro- 
foms.. Ui.aloycvsky was pardoned, 
but not allowed to live in I'etrograd 
until a still later date. It Russia w;is 
to prepare hvr great mission, surely 
UoHloyevEky should go out and 
j.reach his fireat doctrine. He did 
this, and durln» the following years 
published -'Hurled Alive," among oth- 
er works. 

Ho Hoon became famous, but lio 
was poor, and his mental energy was 
texed to the utmost by overwork. 
This work has a great literary value. 
His sentences ore each carefully fin- 
ished, and the whole subject is treat- 
ed In, a homogeneous manner, but'he 
does not care for logical sequence. 
This Is explained by his passionate 
spirit; crime and the criminal mhid 
is often seen In Dostoyevsky's work.i. 
He shows that cntiie Is often casual 
and not premsdllatcd. Criminal psy- 
chologist.s often exaBBcratc his opin- 
ions In lliis respect. In his book the 
idea Is too much for the character. 
His heroes ai'e mostly criminals, or 
Idiots, but besides this, he pictures 
souls ot surpassing beauty and pur- 
ity. 

He thought the Russian people 
wero to reveal the true religion to the 
world, but how this was to be done he 
could' not say. On viewing the Rus- 
sian educated class he often despaired 
of this purpose, and realized fully 
::ow much Russia owed to Kuropean 
civilization. 

He said also that most of Europe 
did not understand Russia. Ho 
thought that the tusk of Russia was 
tn unite ail tliu Sl.avic nations into 
one Krcat Theocratic slate, while the 
Russian Eastern Orthuilox Church 
was, hi . his opinion, the only sincere 
and truly religious I'ody. Only In 
Russia he claimed was there no clans 
Jealousy und strife, but this was to 
be the cause of the downfall of the 
rest of Europe, 

Tlie Injustice In the distribution ot 
land was probably the chief - com* 
plaint left imreformed. The serfs 
were Ubeniled, and this brought their 
conditions more into their realization 
and they became conscious of their 
oppressed conditio;!. There were many 
sects In Russia at that time, and 
some of these condemned Dostoy- 
evsky as an Imperialist, and an enemy 
of free thought. A bitter controver- 
sy arose between Dostoyevsky and 
hia followers, and those of differ- 
ent opinions, and In this controversy 
Dostoyevsky was thô most unscrupu- 
lous, und the most unyielding leader. 
He criticized those who wished to In- 
troduce radical reforms, such as So- 
cialism ^ and Communism, and accus- 
ed them of threatening to dissolve so- 
ciety Itself. Associated In this re- 
volutionary niovomonl are a number 
of other writers of great worth, not- 
ably Herzen. 

No nation can monopolize the en- 
lishtcnlng of the world ony more 
than they can monopolize tho mili- 
tary supremacy of the world. 

The Russian people have no mnglc 
lové for ,thc Czar; as some people 
Imagine, ^his lias been' proved by 
the, 'recent revolution and imprison- 
ment of the Czar. I , 

It- is deprésstne to see Rusilta re- 
tiring from the great war against 
people which the greatest Russians 
thoroughly despise. 

The recent revolution is a national 
revolution, and has thé backing ot 
the Russian people behind It. It is a 
protest against political and social in- 
justice. Such a revolution was not 
predicted by Dostoyevsky, but this 
does not spoil his Influence, and In 
fact. Just at present tho revolution- 
ary leaders In Petrograd may easily 
be coippared to the Idiots described 
In some of Dostoyevsky's books. The 
mission of Dostoyevsky is to work 
for the enlightenment of Russia, and 
the world. 

Those who think Bussla can exist 
without/ the influehce of the rest Of 
Europe make a serious mlsjlake.

A little later, having returned fr->rii 
the farm, they advanced on the Bas- 
tard laager, which they attacked with 
their tuU force, ^rttn battle began at 
seven o'clock In the morning, and 
lasted, until nlcbttaU. By that tlma 
the ^tarda had ioit eight men kUl- 
ad. and their wounded were tlve-and- 
twenty, ammig whom were some ot 
their women and chlldrMi. They ttlll 
held the enemy off, but almost the 
last cartridse was spent, the supply 
ot which at the beginning was prob- 
ably under ten rounds per man, Wltn 
such poor munUlonment they hxA 
withstood the pelting of three ma."c- 
tms and two cannon, besides the Ger- 
man rifle fire. But they threw no 
shot away: It Was a contest of 
marksmanship, tactical skill and des- 
perate courage against scientific mu- 
nl,tionment. They were virtually 
beaten, however, and with the morn- 
nlng could look only tor an unspar- 
ing massacre, Had not their enemy, 
after leas humiliation than they had 
Inflicted on him, driven 50,000 Here- 
ros into the desert, and tbere relent- 
lessly held them until— men, women 
and children — > they perished of 
thirst? Morning came, but the Ger- 
mans, after firing a few shots with 
their big guns, trekked mysteriously 
awa.v. As It happened, Gênerai Mac- 
ke'nzle had unexpectedly made his 
advance to tiibcou overnight, and the 
situitllon wat such that If the Ger- 
mans did not at once retreat th^y 
were doomed to be cut oft by his 
forces. Bo It appears, little as tho 
Germans at the time suspected It, 
that the day they spent at van Wyk's 
farm, indulging their murderous lust, 
baulked them of the still bigger 
draught of blood which they had 
hoped to drink. 

Under Union Rule. 

This portion of my narrative must 
be concluded by stating that Mr. 
Schrelner and I discovered the Bas- 
tard community living with a fair 
amount of contentment under the 
rule ot tha Union. They have had 
some grievances, mostly Incidental to 
a stale ot martial law, but some ot 
these have been remedied, and the 
redress ot the others Is doubtless on- 
ly a matter of time. The administri- 
tlon as conducted by the civil gov- 
ernment at Wlndhuk they tcel to be 
by no means unsympathetic. Rut 
they egress a strong preference fur 
the direct rule of the Imperial Govr 
ernment, and want their territory, af- 
ter the war, to ' be administered in 
the same manner as that of Bechu- 
analand or Basutoland at the present 
day. The secretary of their Volks- 
raad, Franz Maasdorp, remftrked to 
me that they have been reading the 
speeches ot Mr. Llojwl George, and 
have seen therein .that It la one of 
the objects ot the present war to en- 
able small nations to decide their own 
destiny. They trust that the British 
Premier does not mean to exempt 
them from the application ot his own 
doctrine. The gratification of their 
desire In the exact form In which they 
express it does not, perhaps, fit tn 
altogether with the policy which th* 
Union Governihent has been hoping 
to carry out In the. Protectorate. But 
1 1 arrange In some form for the aub- 
ntnntlal gratification of their wishes. 
In their natural desire to keep their 
land and govern themselves In It, 
ourçlit not to be a task too great for 
the' .ioint statesmanship of the Union

The Sopbomora-Frcahman Debate 
which took place yeaterday in the 
R. V. C, reaulted in a .victory for 
the Second Tear. The question: Re- 
solved, that durlns the prêtent war 
the Canadian Government should eon- 
trol the food resources of the coun- 
try — was supported on the affirma- 
tive by E. Cox and M. Fares, of First 
Year, while Ii. Roston and D. 
Mawdsley upheld the negative f>ir 
Second Year. 

Although the First Year represen- 
tatives- brought forth facts and fig- 
ures, they were excelled by th« 
fluency and more adequate treatment 
and arrangement of the subject by 
the Sophomores. Neither side touch 
ed on the fundamental questions, ol 
whether or not the State should con- 
trol anytlilng. . . 

Tlie Second Year were able to malte 
use of their recently acquired know- 
ledge of Economics, and frequently 
quoted AValkcr and Mill. - 

Misa Cox, the first speaker on the 
affirmative, opened the debate by 
polntliis out the duty of those 'Cana- 
dians not fighting. She said that 
Canada had sent men, and money, 
and now the soldiers at the front, as 
well as the Allies, were looking to 
Canada to send them food, and In 
order to do this the people must con- 
sume less. "There are," she salJ, 
"Slackers in food ^ conservation, and 
the Government slio'uld have ihe riglit 
to make them 'do their bit.' " 

Miss Koston, the first speaker on 
the negative, dealt with the ques- 
tion as one not opposed to food con- 
servation, but to Qovcrnment control 
of food conservation. "The Govern- 
ment," she said, "Is inefficient and 
unfit." An example of this is found 
In Government-owned railways, whicn 
In the years 1868—1916 went belilnd 
over eleven million dollars. She fur 
ther stated that graft in Government 
affairs made It unfit. Even now Mr 
rtannft's salary is a dead loss. 

Miss Fares, the second speaker on 
the affirmative, made her points well 
but with ' less ease and continuity 
than lier opponents. She treated 
principally of the effects on prices 
of the combines , aiid middlemen 
Substitutes which the Food Controll- 
er has advised are now nearly as high 
aa the products for which they are 
subttituted. , An Interesting point 
was thé waste of food products by 
the brewers. 

Miss Mawdsley, treating legislation 
In regard to prices, introduced 
great deal of economic theor}'. She 
maintained that free competition 
tends to equalize prices and cost of 
production. To tamper with the 
food question is a 'dangerous thing, 
since it is apt to set prices so low 
as to lessen production. Trusts are 
a big problem, but could not be regu- 
lated by food control. Miss Mawds- 
ley spoke rapidly, but showed more 
"real argumentation," to quote Dr. 
Walter, than any . other speaker. 

^Miss Cox' then summed up In a few 
words the arguments of the affirma- 
tive. 

Dr. Walter kindly announced the de- 
cision of the Judges. He spoke. In lils 
usual humorous and delightful man- 
ner; keeping his audience expectant 
to the end. 

He suggested that points be given, 
for real argumentation, that Is, for 
attempts to answer the arguments of 
the opponents. He painted out the 
defects and also tlie good points of 
both sides, ehcouragihg the Freshmen 
for future debates. : His suggestloni 
and the decision of the Judges wera 
very much appreciated 'by the Socie' 

The next Interjvnî^.Debate will 
take place between'ft'ne^^ 
Sophomores, and - will decide the 
championship.
